To the inhabitants of the town of Northumber- 
land, qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange 
Hall, in said town, on the second Tuesday of March 
next, March 11, 1958, to act upon the subjects herein- 
after mentioned. The polls will be open at said place 
and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 
o'clock in the afternoon for the reception of your bal- 
lots under the Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, 
you are hereby warned that on said date and place, at 
9:30 o’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropria- 
tions and such other business properly coming before 
said meeting will be taken up for your consideration 
and action. 

ARTICLE 1.* To choose by ballot the following 
town officers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a 
town treasurer, and two auditors. 

ARTICLE 2.* To choose by ballot the following 
town officers for the ensuing three years: one Select- 
man, one library trustee, and one trustee of the trust 
funds. 

ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will instruct its 
Selectmen to appoint all other town officers as required 
by law.

To see if the town will vote to ac- 
cept the skating rink frames which the Groveton 
Lions Club has offered to donate to the town.

ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 to paint and re- 
pair the Northumberland-Guildhall bridge providing 
the town of Guildhall, Vermont will contribute a like 
amount.

interest and payable at such time and place in accord- 
ance with Chapter 33 of the 1955 Revised Statutes 
Annotated and amendments thereto entitled, ‘“Munici- 
pal Finance Acts,” as the Selectmen shall decide.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of Northumberland: 

Last year extensive work and study was done on 
the town water system. All the dams were made water- 
tight at a cost of $1,100.00, new hydrants were in- 
stalled at a cost of about $350.00 per hydrant, and new 
house connections were made at an average cost of 
$100.00 per connection. 

The U.S. Geological Survey made a study of the 
water flowing in the brooks feeding our supply. Their 
studies have not been completed as yet; but in the dry 
periods tested, it has been found that the town receives 
around 735,000 gallons per day. There have been times 
that we have used this much in one day; however, the 
average usage is around 325,000 gallons. Over 20% 
of the water used is leakage from homes. 

I strongly urge all property owners to repair leaky 
faucets and flushes because over 70,000 gallons of leak- 
age per day is excessive. The usage of water is con- 
sidered in determining the adequacy of our reservoir, 
the need for fire trucks, our fire insurance rating, the 
feasibility of extending water lines, and the need for 
larger Sewers. 

If the individual property owners do not cooper- 
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ate, the town will eventually be faced with making 
major improvements in the present system. It is 
interesting to note that the present leakage is more 
than enough to service 425 new people. 

This is a problem that will have to be solved in 
the near future and I hope by the next town meeting 
suggestions to remedy this situation will be presented 
by the Planning Board.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


The following communicable diseases were re- 
ported to the State Department of Health from 
Groveton and Northumberland during 1957: 

Mumps, 17; influenza, 229; pneumonia, 18; strep- 
tococcal sore throats, 28; chickenpox, 68; German 
measles, 4; measles, 9; tuberculosis, 1; meningitis, 2; 
scabies, 3; impetigo, 19; ringworm, 7; trenchmouth, 4; 
roseola, 4. 

There was a moderate epidemic of chickenpox and 
a severe outbreak of influenza. The latter coincided 
with the nationwide epidemic of Asia Influenza and it 
is assumed that the majority of the local cases 
were of that type, although there is no actual proof. 
This epidemic lasted about one month and there was 
but one death attributable to the disease. That there 
were not far more cases locally is undoubtably due 
to the large number of people who received immuniza- 
tion from their physician. 

Water samples were sent to the State Health De- 
partment for analysis as usual. Twelve samples were 
sent from Groveton and none were contaminated. Of 
five samples from Northumberland, three were mod- 
erately contaminated with colon bacillus. Four private 
water supplies were examined at request of the 
owners. 

Several immunization clinics were held as reported 
by the Public Health Nurse. The Polio clinics have 
been very successful and the large majority of school 
children (about 90%) have been immunized. It is 
regrettable that so few young adults between 18 and 
40 have taken advantage of the plentiful supply of 
vaccine. This is the age group which is very suscep- 
tible to the disease, and the small cost of the three 
Polio “shots” is a small price to pay for the protec- 
tion which it affords. 

There were thirteen complaints registered by 
citizens to the Health Officer concerning nuisances, 
hazards, etc. These were investigated and generally 
remedied to the satisfaction of all.

During the year 1957, 3 Salk Vaccine Clinics were 
held in Groveton, sponsored by the N. H. State De- 
partment of Health, in cooperation with the local 
School Nurse, the Superintendent of School, and the 
P.T.A. 1222 children from Groveton attended these 
clinics, 275 received first injections, 304 received sec- 
ond injections, and 648 received third injections. We 
are indeed grateful for the use of The Carter Hall and 
its facilities, and to Drs. Robert Hinkley and Eben 
Dustin, for giving of their time, and especially to all 
the volunteers without whom these clinics would not 
have been possible. 

In the Spring, Triple Toxoid Clinics for the Immu- 
nization of Whooping Cough, Diphtheria and Tetanus, 
were held, and the following number of children com- 
pleted their series of 3 injections: 

Infants 39, Preschool 69, School 12, and 53 chil- 
dren received Boosters. 

It has been a pleasure to work with the Citizens 
of Groveton, and at this time I would like to thank 
them for their cooperation, and at any time I hope 
they will feel free to call on me if I can be of any 
service to them.

Dear Mr. Boehner: 

We will attempt to answer the two questions put 
forth in your letter of January 24, 1958, regarding the 
acquisition of new fire apparatus for Groveton. 

In answer to your first question, we definitely feel 
that your community needs new fire apparatus at this 
time. We areon record with this opinion in our letter 
of August 16, 1957 to Chief Fisk, which in effect re- 
commends that the American LaFrance, 500 g.p.m. 
pumper be replaced with modern approved fire apvara- 
tus, constructed and equipped in accordance with the 
recommendations of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 

In the event that funds for new fire apparatus are 
not appropriated, at the March 1958 Town Meeting, 
the matter of reclassification for Groveton will be con- 
sidered by the Rating Department of this office. It is 
my opinion that a revision of the Town Grading, re- 
flecting the lack of satisfactory equipment would not 
result in the reclassification of the areas in Groveton 
which are now under hydrant protection. However, it 
is entirely likely that areas in the community not 
under hydrant protection and within two miles, by 
road, of the fire station would receive a substantial in- 
crease in fire insurance rates for dwellings. This deci- 
sion would be based on the inability of the local fire 
department to pump water over long distances due to 
lack of pumping capacity and hose carrying capacity, 
and the lack of approved water carrying facilities. 
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We trust that this is the information you desire, 
and will be glad to hear from you again if we may be 
of further assistance. We will appreciate your com- 
ments as to the decisions of your townspeople at the 
forthcoming Town Meeting.
